August 17, 1950

The meeting was called to order with Mayor Glasse presiding.
Roll Call:

Councilman Johnson moved that the minutes of the previous meeting be ap-
proved with 2 correction regerding the proposed Mausocleum, in that the TEXAS
MAUSOLEUM COMPANY is to pay 50% ($45,000) upon receipt of deed for two acres
out of Memorisl Park, and then pay &s crypts are sold; but in no wise shall
their payments be less than$9,000.00 a year for five years, paylng two and one-
half percent interest on the balance dune. Thg motion, seconded by Councllman
MacCorkle, carried by the follewing veote:

MR. JOSEPR LUCAS appeared before the Council making the following re-
quests: (1) Por a street light at 20% and Sabine; (2) That the drainage
problem at the bridge at lst end Neches be corrected, and (3) A request that 20%
Street between Red River and Fast Avenue be sprinkled, as it is used by large
trucks, and the dust is very bad. The Qity Manager stated that a light had been
suthorized at 204 and Sabine, and instellation would be made as soon as possibdle.
The Mayor asked that the €ity Manager write the Board of Control to do their
part of the drainage. 4s regarding the sprinkling, the Depariment of Public
Worke was requested to get this sireet on their asphalt-sprinkling list.




MR. E. W. WUFPERMAN appeared before the Council regarding permission
to build a2 concrete block kennel house at the Wupre rmen-Spangler Animal Hospital
at 5916 DPallas Highwaey. BHe brought out the fact he had purchesed extra land
surrounding his present building to make these additions without interfering
with any neighbore; that the nearest residence was sbout 240" away. The City
Regervoir, the Highwey and & Drive-in stand surround him. The Council decided
to meke & personal inspection of the property thils daste and to let him know.

MRS, MAUDE PRIDGEN made inguiry sbout the changing of the name of East
Avenue to BROADWAY as requeated by petitions recently submitted. The Council
asked that the City Mensger made & study and estimate the cost of meking such
a change; and that later as the Highway nears completion, possibly have a
meeting to get the public reaction on such s change. The Mayor brought out
thet PEast Avenue was named in the founding of the City.

It is estimated that 211 the work contemplated under Paragraph I above will
cost the sum of Three Hundred Fifty Dollars ($350.00) when completed, and the
Customer in consideration of the foregoing obligations to the City, which are
zasumed for the benefits of the Customer in order to furnish water service to him
agrees to deposit the sum of Three Hundred Fifty Dollars {($350.00) with the City
of Austin prior to commencement of the work.

I11.

Within z reasonable time after deposit of the sum or sums of money as
provided in Paragraph II, the City of Austin agrees to commence construction of
the utility improvements described in Paragraph I and to prosecute said work in
a good and workmanlike manner and with reasonable diligence until fully complete;
but delays occasioned by matters and events over which the City has no control
shall be excepted and not included in the time reasonably required to complete
the work,

The deposit provided for in Paragraph II is an estimate only of the cost of
‘constructing the utility improvements described in Paragraph I; and it is agreed
‘that if the actual cost of such work is less than the amount deposited by the

Customer, the City of Austin after the work is completed will refund to the
Customer the difference between the actual cost and the estimated cost of such
work, but if the actual cost of such work shall exceed the amount of said de-
posit, the Customer agrees upon notice from the City immediately to deposit an
additional sum to make up the difference between the estimated cost and the
actual cost of the work.

v.

Immediately after completion of the utility improvements described in
Parsgraph I, the City of Austin will furnish to the Customer & statement of
such costs, together with the date of completion of the work; and the City of
Austin is hereby zuthorized, throught its officers or agents, to note on this
contract the correct figure stating the actual cost of such work and the date of

completion,
VI,

Tt ig agreed that the Customer shall be reimbursed for the money deposited
ag provided in Paragraphs II and IV above in the following manner:

Within Sixty (60) days after the first day of January following completion
of the work described in Paragraph I, the City shall psy to the Customer a sum
equal the gross amount of income realized by the City from the service and sale
of water for usual, customary, and normsl domestic, commercial, and industrial
uses to customers having a direct connection with the water mains deseribed
above for the period of time immediately preceding the first day of January;
and within sixty (60) days after the first day of January of each succeeding
yeer the City agrees to pay to the Customer a sum equal to the gross income
realized by the City during the preceding calendar year from the service and
sale of water from said water lines for usual, customary, =and normal domesiie,
commerceizl and industrial uses to customers having a direct connection with sald
water mains, until the total amount of the cost of construction of the utility
improvements has been repaid; but in no event shall the City make such payments
for a period of time longer than ten (10) years from the date of completion of
sald work (as such date is noted hereon under provisions of Paragraph Vv,) even
though the full cost of such work at the end of said time has not been refunded
in full to the Customer; and if at any time before the expiration of szaid ten
(10) year period the principal sum of such cost has been repaid further payment
shall cease.

TII.

It is agreed that the City may meke such repairs and changes in 211 of said
utility improvements, pipes, hydrants, and connections necessary to the orderly
conduct of proper utility sysfems. Title to all sald utllity improvements shall
be and remzin at all times in the City of Austin,

VIII.

It is agreed that this contract is made with reference to the existing
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charter and ordinances of the City of Austin and laws of the State of Texas
pertaining to 211 matters affecting this contract, and the Customer zgrees to
comply with all provisions of such laws, ordinances and charter.

IZ.

It is agreed that the City of Austin may at its option retain any part or
all of the deposit made by the Customer in compliance with Paragraphs II and IV
of this contract and refuse to make the payments and refunds provided for in
Paragraphs IV and VI of this contract in the event the customer shall fail or
refuse to comply substantially with any obligstion lawfully improsed on the City
of Augtin regulating the platting, planning, and development of subdivisions
within the City of Austin.

As part of the development of the Cannizzo Subdivision, a portion of the
Henry P. Hill League in Travis County, Texas, the Owner degires to provide the
following utilities;

(a) Water mains and other water pipes to be located in streets and ease-
ments to serve all of such Subdivision.

(b) Sanitary sewer mains and other sewer pipes to be located in streets
and easements to serve all of such Subdivision.

II.

It is estimated that all of the work descrived in Paragraph I will cost
the sum of $ix Thousand Nine Hundred Sixty Eight Dollars ($6,968.00) when com-
pleted, of which cost the sum of Fourteen Hundred Dollars ($1,400.00) is
estimated to be the cost of water lines and the sum of Five Thousand Five
Hundred Sixty Eight Dollars ($5,568.00) is estimated to be the cost of the
sanitary sewer lines.

I1I.

At the present time the Owner desires to develop only & part of said
Cennlzzo Subdivision, the part now to be developed bheing the part thersof to
be served by the water and sewer lines and mains described and located as
follows: :

(a) Weter mains and lines located and described as follows:

Six~inch {6") cast iron water main in Paramount Avenue from
Rundell Flace southerly to Lot 12, Block B, Cannizzo
Subdivision, approximetely 330 feet,

Two-inch (24} cast iron water pipe in Ann Arbor Avenue from
Rundell Place southerly to Lot 11, Block B, Cannizzo Sub-
division, approximately 360 feet,
{v) $ix-inch (6%) concrete sewer lines deseribed and located as follows:

In Rundell Place from the end of the sewer now in such street esast of
Ann Arbor Avenue westerly to Paramount Avenue, approximately 386 feet.

Parsmount Avenue from Rundell Place southerly to Lot 12, Block B,
Cannizzo Subdivision, approximately 350 feet.

Ann Arbor Avenue from Rundell Place southerly to Lot 11, Bleck B,
Cannizzo Subdivision, approximately 364 feet.
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Tt is agreed that the estimated cost of this part of the development will
be the sum of Pive Thousand Two Hundred Fifty Three Dollars ($5,253.00), of
wnich cost the sum of One Thousand Four Hundred Dollars ($1,400.00) is estimated
to be the cost of water mains and Iines and the sum of Three Thousand Eight
Hundred Fifty Three Dollars ($3,853.00) is estimated to be the cost of the
sanltary sewer lines,

As consideration for the obligations of the City of Austin herein under-
taken, which are assumed for the benefit of the Qwner in order to furnish
water service and gsewer service to him, the Owner agrees to deposit the sum

Within a reasonable time after the deposit of the sum or sums of money
as provided in Paragraph IV hereof, the City of Austin agrees to commence con-
struction of the work described in Parmgraph V and to prosecute said work in a
good and workmanlike manner and with reasonable diligence until fully completed;
but delays occasioned by matters and events over whith the City has no control
shall be excepted and not included in the time reasonably required to complete
the work.

Charter and ordinances of the City of Austin =znd laws of the State of Texas
pertaining to 2ll matters affecting this contract and the Owner agrees to
comply with all such provisions of such laws, ordinances, and Charter.

XII.

It is sgreed that the City of Austin may, at its option, retain all or

any part of the deposits made by the Quner in compliance with Paragraphs IV
and VII of this contract and refuse to make the payments and refunds provided
for in Paragraph VII and IX of this Contract in the event the Owner shall fail
or refuse to comply substantially with aby obligstion lawfully imposed upon
the Owner under any provision of the State laws or the ordinances of the City
of Austin regulating the platting, planning and development of subdivisions
within the City of Austin.
